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Re President's Press Conference today 

Ball said first on the question of the execution of Diem's 
brother which is likely to come up - the answEr is that 
Lodge has protested several times but this is in internal 
matter. On the question of Fulbright, cable in this 
morning indicates Fulbright assiduously avoided making 
any proposals and repeatedly stated that his mission 
precluded him from making any proposals. Ball said he 
thought the President ought to stand on that. Ball told 
Bundy there is a cable that makes this clear. 

Ball said on the question of the exile raids, there have 
been questions lately because of press conferences these 
fellows have been having saying they are about to be 
unleashed. Greenfield has been getting a lot of this 
over here. The line they are taking is that after the 
Russians are out they will only be fighting Cubans and 
therefore the United States won't care and will be glad 
to unlease them; that won't complicate our relations with 
the Soviet Union. Ball said in that connection that 
stuff in the Bay of Pigs - the book, particuarly that 
statement that the Cubans were assured that even if they 
had instructions from the President they were to disregard 
them. I suppose the President could conceivably get a 
question how would he feel about that; Ball said obviously 
he would just have to assert the authority of his Office. 

Ball said on the question of over flights - if queried 
the President ought to stand on what he said. 

Bundy asked if he had a recommendation on the exile raids? 
Ball replied that what we have done over here is say there 
is no change of policy, but of course this goes back to 
the original policy President Kennedy laid down. Bundy 
said he would dig out the last reference to that statement 

Ball said on the problem of drugging of the attaches; we ' 

of course have protested and are continuing to investigate 
the incident, which we view with concern.
